BELL TEtEPHONE 
WINS AGAINST 
ST. JOSEPH. 


The Bell telephone company has won its case 
against the city of St. Joseph. Judge Coolidge 
todaj' rendered an opinion to the cffect that the 
city could not keep the company »»ff the streets 
and could not compel it to take out a franchise. 
This decision will affect Hentoii Harbor as well 
as St. Joseph. Follofning is the text of the rul­ 
ing of the court:

According to her story she left the 
i;ar at the corner of Coiumbus and Km- 
plre avenues and when she turned the 
corner on liroadway in front of Mr. 
Teetzel’s she became aw^are that, a man 
was folloA'ing her 
He assaulted her 
and when she made un elYort to escape 
ho forced her down and began firing at 
her. Two buhets lodged in her face, 
one in her ear aud one grazed her side. 
Her clothing was sirt on tire from the 
powder. 
When she began screaming 
he grabbed the parcels that she was 
carrying and ran back towards town. 
She started for Mr. Faulklngham’s 
house and while they wei*e trying to 
llnd out the nature of the trouble Mrs. 
Shoemaker’s husband and sister came 
to her and took her to her home a few 
rods away. 


I3rs, Bostick and Watson were sent 
for and dressed her wounds. The two 
bullets could not be located and in all 
probability the woman will die. 


The circume-tances were reported to 
Chief Hepler last night and at 3 this 
morning the chief accompanied by 
Ollieers Thorn and Johnson and Mr. 
Morton v isited th e barn of the latter 
where Williams slept. The colored 
man refused to open the door and when 
the lock was broken and the barn en­ 
tered Williams was found lying on his 
bed in a stuped state with a bullet in 
his side. 
He was taken to jail and it 
was discovered the wound was not dan­ 
gerous. 


Williams told several stories. At 
one time he proposed to confess. 
At 
another he declared that he was inno­ 
cent and that another man wa*« with 
Mrs. Shoemaker who was jealous of 
him and that the “other fellow” shot 
him and the woman. The story does 
not go, however, as Williams is a no­ 
torious case and has shot people before, 
one being the case of Mrs. Goines less 
than a year ago-

Bros., two years ago, contain a descrip­ 
tion of tlui gold regions of the Yukon. 


"To begin 
with,” he 
says, in the 
chapter entitled "A Yukon Mining 
Camp.” “although It Is at I'le junction 
'of Forty Mile Creek and the Yuyonriv- 
I cr, it is not in AJaska. but about twenty 
i miles east of the boundary in N'orth- 
west Teiritory, which is one of the ; ub- 
Uivisions of Canada. The most icvont 
name of this camp \a ‘Mitc hcll,’ but uil 
Yukon miners know it as Camp Forty 
mile. At the time of Phil Uyder’s visit 
it contained nearly .two hundrtd log 
cabins, two stores, ivicliuling the one 
that he established iu the naiiu; of his 
friend Gerald Hainer, ivvo saloons, both 
of which were closfiil i'or the sea:son. 
and a small cigar factory. 
Although 
the winter population was only about 
three hundred, in summer time it is 
much Inrtier, a« many of the miiurs 
come out (of the digging) in the fall and 
return 
before the 15th 
of June, at 
which date, according to Yukon mining 
law, every man owning a claim must 
be 
on 
the 
ground, 
or it may bc< 
•jumped.’ 


“ Forty Mile is what is known as a 
placer camp, which means that its gold 
is found in minute particles or dust iu 
soft earth, from w’hlch it can bo wash'd 
in sluices or rockers. Into one of these 
a stream of water is turned that sweeps 
a^vay all the dirt and gravel, allowins* 
the heavier gold to sink to the :)OTtoni, 
where it is caught and held by cross­ 
bars or ‘rifHes.’ 


“Although gold has been discovered 
at many points along the Yukon and 
its branches, the deposit at Forty M^e 
Is the richest yet worked, and has paid 
as high as three hundred dollars to a 
man for a single day’s labor. 
Twelve 
thousand dollars’ worth of gold was 
cleared 
by 
one 
miner in 
a three 
months season, 
and a flvp-bundrod- 
dollar nugget has been found; but moat 
of the miners are content if they can 
make ‘ounce wages.’ or sixteen doHnvs 
per day. while the average for the camp 
is not over eight dollars per day during 
the short season of the Artie region. 


“Sluices can only be worked during 
three or four months of summer time; 
then comes tTie terrible eight months 
of winter 
when the 
mercury thinks 
nothing of dropping to sixty or seven­ 
ty degrees below zero, and the w’hole 
world seems made of ice. 
Strange ns 
it may appear, the stimmer w'eather of 
this region is very hot. elghty-flve de< 
greos in the 
shade and one hundred 
and twelve degrees in the sun being 
fre(|uently 
reached by 
the mercury. 
During the summer months, too, the 
entire Yukon Valley is as terribly In- 
fe.sted with mosquitoes as in any man­ 
grove swamp of the tropics. 


“In spite 
of the summer heat the 
ground never thaws to a depth of moro 
than five or six feet, below which it is 
solidly frozen beyond any point yet 
re;i< hod by digging. 
Under the dense 
covering of mess, six to eighteen in­ 
ch e.s thick, by which the greater part 
of Alaska is overspread, it does not 
thaw more than a few' inches. 
Con- 
serinently the most important item of d 
Yukon 
miner’s 
winter work 
is the 
stripping of the moss from his claim in 
order 
that next 
summer’s sun may 
have a chance to thaw it to working 
depth.

The largest fire of 
the year 1J9T 
was what has come to be known as the 
Aldersgate street fire lf4 London, tho 
damage from which, variously estim at­ 
ed a t first, has been put officially at 
110,000,000. 
Ten m illion dollar Area 
are very rare nowadays in countries 
equipped, however imperfectly, with 
apparatus for extinguishm ent of flres, 
and in the United States coullagrationa 
of such dimensions are practically un­ 
known. 
In former times, 
however, 
such fires were not so rare, and what 
is known as ‘‘the great New York fire” 
of 1835 involved a 
pecuniary loss of 
$30,000.000, which represents of course 
a much larger amount relatively than 
would such a tire to-day. the purchas­ 
ing power of money being 
probably 
greater at that ttnie, and. moreover, tho 
system of insurance being such that 
by the failure of a large number of 
companies the insured were practical­ 
ly left without any compensation for 
the losses which they sustained. 
Tho 
number of buildings 
burned in tho 
great New York fire, w’hich started in 
what 
w'as then 
known as M erchant 
street, in the W all street district, was 
700. and it w\as not the fireman who 
put a stop to it, but the United States 
sailors who came over from the navy 
yard and blew up a num ber of build­ 
ings. 


The Chicago fire of 1871 entailed a 
loss of $190.000,000 and covered an area 
or more than 2,000 acres, consuming 
17.000 buildings. The Doston fire, with 
which it is compared usually, which oc- 
cured little more than one year later, 
entailed a loss of $80.000.000 and des­ 
troyed 800 buildings, but these Avere of 
a much more substantial character 
than those burned in Chicago. 
Only 
about twenty per cent, of the Chicago 
fire losses w'ere paid, but more than 
sixty per cent, of the Boston losses 
W'ere met by insurance. 


The aggregate losses in New York 
city from fires of all kinds occurring 
during the year are now’ about $3.500,- 
000 and in any recent year they havo 
never been so large as 7.000.000. The 
nearest approach to th at w’as in 1891, 
when they w’ere $0,900.000, tho largest 
item of w’hich Avas ‘supplied l>y what 
was know'n as the Bleecker street firo 
at the corner of Green and Uleecker on 
St. Patrick’s day, the loss from which 
w'as $1,466.000. 
In the same year a 
fire on South street in .;?;)':oml»or «en­ 
tailed a loss of $264.000 and another on 
Fulton street, one w'eek hiter, caused 
by the vapor of benzine igniting from 
the heat of a stove. $220,000. Such fire 
losies. 
however, are so rare in Now 
Vu:k as 
to become 
oxeept.ionai, but 
those m 1S91 were unusi::illy large, and 
fuither included the burning of the 
Filth .Aveniif theatre on .l.muary 2 at a 
less of $170,000; a fire in FianklinstTret 
in May entailing a loss of $200,000, and 
in the factory of the New' York print 
w’orUs in .lane street in .luly, entailing 
a lo.^s of $22").000. 


The largest and most serious fire of i 
w’hich there is authentic record in Ger­ 
many w'as in Hamburg in 1842, the loss 
resulting from 
it 
being $35.000,000. 
The “great fire” of London took place 
in 1666, 
and consummed 
about tw’o-
